Dale counties. Tindell said that 
equipment is not ready yet, but 
once it arrives that project wall 
be underway. 

‘Again, he’stressed the impor- 
tance of joining forces with 
Houston and Dale counties in 
dicating the centerline striping 
would cost al least three times 
more if the county hired an out 
side compiny to do the work 

With this project now under 
way, Commissioner Stephens 
said he has thought maybe the 
three counties (Coffee, Houston

Monday night 
at the New Brockton council meeting, Mayor Charles Cole an- 
nounced he will not be seeking another term. “Twenty-four years 
of public office is enough,” said Coach Cole who served on the 
New Brockton City council before serving eightyears as mayor.

Amusingly some city officials in Northwest Florida ex- 
pressed hostility because they were not in-on the initial planning 
of this proposed project: However the leaders of this endeavor are 
private citizens and therefore can be more selective about exactly 
who they are meeting with about their ideas.

- enterprise could build and operate the road cheaper. than the gov- 


ernment. However if some form of check.and balance to control 
the actual toll charges is found, it can be a workable’ solution. 
There is good reason for such a connecctor road and thus if this is 
the only way, we graciously accept it: Yet unless we are in’a big 
hurry, or have particular reasons for driving that route, we always 
avoid toll roads. That practice will continue with this-road, re- 
gardless of the amount of the charges.

from The Elba C lipper and 
gave a detailed review-of the 
local school’s audited finan- 
cial. ‘statements. and = an 
overview of the amounts and 
how local school taxes: are 
used. 

The annual audit revealed 
the school to be a major con- 
tributor to the local economy 
with a budget exceeding eight 


million dollars. Weeks Stated — 


that 85% of the overall budget 
is used for salaries. 

The largest portion of: this 
budget comes ftom the ‘state 
education -budget. It pays 
salaries. and benefits.of most 
of the teachers, based on a for- 
mula tied to the average daily 
attendance, These funds are 
largely earmarked and must be 
used for the purpose desig- 
nated by thie’state. 

Local funds. include local 
property taxes imposed by the 
voters either for general pur- 
poses or for specific purposes, 
such a§ bond issue repayment, 
etc., Also included: in local 
funds is Elba sales taxes, alco- 
hol. beverage taxes) and. the 
$5.00 check off on Elba utility 
bills: Localgasoline taxes sup- 
ply $2,000 a month to: the 
schools. 


The volunteer $5 check off 


Was started several years ago 
when ‘the education ‘budget 
statewide was in proration and

The Elba City Council ‘got 
good news Monday, evening, 
May, 12, when the annual report 
on the sewér system and 38- 
year-old lagoon was presented. 

A review of the report by 
consulting engineers at Peters 
Municipal Associates Inc. indi- 
cated the effluent discharge was 
within limits set by the permit. 

While no deficiencies or de- 
viations were noted during this
